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More about our Breed

“Ideals are like stars. You will not succeed in touching them 
with your hands but like the seafaring man on the desert of 
waters, you choose them as your guides, and, following them, 
you reach your destiny.’’—Carl Schurz. 


The ideals a breeder has in mind are never reached. 
If a breeder becomes satisfied with his results, unwilling 
to recognize their faults, his progress and his contribution 
to the future of the breed are lost. Progress cannot be 
measured. 

An acquaintance of mine, well up in the field of gene- 
tics, a specialist in plant breeding, gave me a surprise 
when he said that animal breeders had made little or no 
progress. Breeding live stock as a life-long job is fascin- 
ating, it’s engrossing and deep rooted—it’s nature, and 
men love it. On the other hand it is unconquerable; it is 
elusive; it cannot be tied down. No man has yet been 
able to conquer it and you can only succeed by melting 
your judgment of pedigrees and individuality in accord- 
ance with nature. The breeding merit of a bull or cow 
and the work of a breeder are not always realized in a 
lifetime. Patience is the watchword always in the field 
of animal breeding. 

But may I pen this? Progress has been made and will 
continue to be made. Aberdeen-Angus breeders have

gone far. A rich history and high spirit have follow- 
ed the doddies always. Character and quality have 
always been found in the life-stream of the breed. 
Great matrons were found in the very foundation of 
the breed and today the Aberdeen-Angus exhibits 
from county fairs to the International Live Stock 
Exhibition are graced by breeding females. One of 
the greatest inherited qualities of Aberdeen-Angus is 
their fecundity.

Kansas State College Receives Gift. 
C. W. McCampbell 

Recently the Department of Animal Hus- 
bandry of Kansas State College received as 
a gift from Mr. T. J. Anderson, Mrs. Maude 
Anderson Crandall and Mr. L. E. Crandall 
the first 31 volumes of the Scotch Aber- 
deen-Angus Herd books the first volume of 
which was published in 1862. This is a val- 
uable addition to the live stock literature 
of the College and a gift that is very much 
appreciated. 

Behind this gift lies a story of consider- 
able interest, particularly to lovers of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle. In 1878 Thomas An- 
derson and George Findlay, both formerly 
of Aberdeen, Scotland, established at Lake 
Forest, Illinois, the first herd of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the United States. 

This firm continued to produce and im- 
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port Aberdeen-Angus cattle and maintained 
a foremost position among Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeders for many years. 

Land values in the vicinity of Lake Forest 
rose rapidly. Anderson and Findlay began 
to look for cheaper land and finally ac- 
cumulated 2,000 acres near Iola, Kansas. 
This ranch was named Allendale. Between 
1894 and 1897 all the cattle owned by this 
firm were removed from Illinois to Kansas 
and the herd was continued under the ac- 
tive management of Mr. T. J. Anderson, 
a son of the original Thomas Anderson. 
In 1908 the herd was materially reduced 
and in 1912 it came into the full possession 
of Mr. T. J. Anderson. In 1922 Mr. T. J. 
Anderson retired and presented his daugh- 
ter Mrs. Maude Anderson Crandall, with a 


‘foundation herd which is still maintained 


at LeRoy, Kansas, by herself and husband 
Mr. L. E. Crandall, a graduate of Kansas 
State College with the class of 1918. 

It is interesting to note that this, the 
first Aberdeen-Angus herd established in 
America has continued in the same family 
ever since its establishment 57 years ago.

More About Our Breed 


(Continued from page 5) 
prepotent bulls are living today because 
they had the opportunity of mating with 
some of the great cows of the breed. 

_ The building of a tree showing the female 
lineage was a more difficult task than one 
depicting the male line. A female produces 
but a few individuals and it’s hard to 
measure her worth but after two years of 
careful study as an avocation the tree is 
being presented (see center spread in this 
issue) for the interest of those who are 
well acquainted with Aberdeen-Angus his- 
tory and for the good of small breeders and 
beginners. 

A Great Number of Families. 

There are over five hundred recognized 
Aberdeen-Angus families on both sides of 
the waters. The popularity of a family de- 
pends on several factors; first, individuals 
which make up these families; second, a 
reputation of breeders who are supporting 
such families; third, the number of individ- 
uals which make up the family. Without a 
question scarcity many times in the pure 
bred live stock game, has a strong influence 
on the price. It is wrong but it is true that 
many times animals of inferior individual- 
ity sell high because of the scarcity of the 
family which they represent. Over one 
hundred recognized families do not appear 
on the chart, due to the fact that they are 
not having a major influence on present 
day Aberdeen-Angus. 

The Creation of the Tree. 

Since all great females live because of 
the sons and grandsons which come from 
their lineage, one hundred great bulls were 
selected and their dams were traced back 
on the female side to the foundation cows. 
Sixty-five great producing cows were se- 
lected and their production records were 
carefully studied after they were secured 
from the Secretary’s office. Hence the tree. 
On first glance at the tree three branches 
stand out. The first cow of each branch, 
namely Beauty, Lady Craigo and Black Meg 
embrace some of the great families of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed. From the Beauty 
branch come the Ericas. Erica, is one of 
the greatest cows of history. She is living 
on today through three daughters. Eisa, 
Enchantress and Erica 2nd. From each of 
these come some of the greatest Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle of today and yesterday. From 
Enchantress comes the Elbas and from Eisa 
we have the Evergreens. The Erica line al- 
sc has given us the Juana Ericas and the 
Trojans, ete. 

From Lady Craigo comes the great cow 
Lady Ida and she is living through three 
daughters, namely Jane of Corskie, Violet 
of Montbletton and Blackbird of Corskie. 
The latter is without a doubt one of the 
dominant cows of Aberdeen-Angus history. 
Three of her daughters founded families; 
Blackbird of Corskie 2nd, Blackbird of Cors- 
kie 3rd and Blackbird of Corskie 4th. All
